Gnreported Domestic Stations 


One station was reported to DDXD for the first time this issue since at least Volume 67 (1999-2000): 
KTAP-1600. We now have only 211 domestic stations on our list of stations not reported to DDXD in 
this century. In addition, we had 5 stations reported for the first time since Volume 71, including 
WQBN-1300 which hadn’t been reported since Volume 67. So far, there have been 1,840 different 
domestic stations reported in the current volume year, or about 40 percent of the total licensed 
stations.

Salem, who owns about 70 stations and has 
around 750 affiliates, reminded Congress of the fact that the news, traffic/weather, sports and 
talk content on AM is vital. They explained that most AM stations must follow a sunrise and 
sunset schedule that can reduce their transmitter power and coverage. The Salem leaders said 
the bill would reduce coverage in the crucial morning drivetime hours, saying: “This issue 
would be even more detrimental during the darkest days of November, December, January and 
February, when AM stations would not be at full power until at least 8 a.m..” I might add that 
in the western-most areas of most time zones that sunrise times would be past 0900!

CUBA R.Rebelde, multiple locations FEB 19 0100 — Alone on frequency for an hour with 
clear audio, instrumental music, mentions of "cultura y noticias" then seemingly casual banter 
between woman and man ending with "...Radio Rebelde, muy buenos noches,” into more 
music. [Kenneally-CT] 
MEXICO XEN Grupo Radio Centro/El Fonégrafo, México, CMDX FEB 28 0900 — Good; 
"Corazon de Melao" by Emmanuel, jingle appended by "Desde la ciudad de México." MAR 
5 1100 — Good; "El Fonografo, musica ligada a tu recuerdo." [Conti-NH] 
CUBA R.Guama, La Palma, Pinar del Rio MAR 4 0500 — Way under KSPN, XEDP, and the 
Rebelde repeaters; Cuban anthem parallel 990 kHz. Thankfully the Guama anthem started 
about 12-13 seconds earlier than the Rebelde anthem, while the Rebelde stations were just 
starting their chimes, making it easy to distinguish the two stations. Relog, but only second 
time heard here.

HAITI Radio 4VEH, Cap Haitien FEB 19 0000 — Audible just after my super local 850 WAXB 
signed off; French talk, a brief bit of music, then man giving ID mentioning Cap Haitien and 
what I think was the 4VEH (F?) call letters. Was strong in the mix for 


the next couple hours. Relog. [Kenneally-CT] me VICTORIA

Eurafrica, but Spain? TP, only a 10 kW in NZ would be dark. MAR 5 0808 — No JBA carrier, 
presumably another silent Sunday; nor any other 9/kHz splits. MAR 6 0643 — JBA carrier, no 
others except a JBA on 1521 hetting KOKC, quite a mystery as nothing seems likely either TP 
or TA at this hour. Gary Pence KM5X was getting 846 at 0530 via Oahu SDR. [Hauser-OK]

I'd have to 
assume this means that Heraldo Radio hasn't been making lease payments on time. It also means that 
when 1030 XESDD isn't off the air, we have 6 Tijuana area AM stations (and channel 45.2 TV) all 
simulcasting the same political speeches from Baja's governor and his cronies (620 XESS, 1030 XESDD, 
1270 XEAZ, 1310 XEC, 1420 XEXX, and 1700 XEPE). With the recent demise of the Cadena stations 
(800 XESPN, 1550 XEBG), this might leave 950 XEKAM R.Formula as the only source of news on the 
radio in Tijuana, apart from the governor's stations. AM radio in Tijuana at the moment:

UNITED KINGDOM: TalkSport is seeking Ofcom permission to switch off four transmitter sites 
which would reduce the coverage of its AM national commercial radio licence from 93% of the UK 
adult population to 89.9%. Ofcom is minded to approve this request but has put it out for 
consultation. [www.ofcom.org.uk/consultations-and-statements/category-3/consultation-talksport- 
proposals-to-reduce-am-coverage] From the consultation document: The four transmitters to close 
are Dumfries (Dumfries & Galloway), Kingston upon Hull (East Riding of Yorkshire), Fern Borrow 
(Bournemouth) and Greenside Scalp (Tayside). TalkSport identified these as unviable in the next two 
years. They also want permission to close 13 other sites gradually. [Ofcom 17.2.2023 via Michael 
Barraclough, mwcircle, ARC mv-eko] This would leave a "core network" of the five high-powered 
transmitters: 1053 Droitwich, Worcestershire (500kW); 1089 Brookman's Park, Hertfordshire (400kW); 
1089 Moorside Edge, West Yorkshire (100kW); 1089 Westerglen, Stirlingshire (100kW); 1089 
Washford, Somerset (80kW). [Andrew Brade, mwcircle, ARC mv-eko]

After many years of off again, on again DX activity, I have resumed activity in our great hobby. It 
was back in the late 1970s that I was a member of the NRC. Many years have passed since then but 
my interest in the hobby never really left me. I have recently re-joined the club with renewed 
optimism in albeit, a much different DX landscape. I have been unable to locate my much treasured 
original logbook from back then, which is disheartening. I have, however, recently located my old 
trusty Vane Jones North American Radio & TV Station Guide from the late 1970s, which shows my 
old loggings from way back then by order of frequency; just can’t find the chronological listings 
w/dates and times. I do know that I have logged well over 1,200 AM stations since I started. 

From the listening post here in southeastern Va., Ihave monitored all states except Hawaii, Alaska, 
Washington, Oregon, Nevada, Montana, North Dakota, Wyoming, New Mexico, and Arizona. Also 
Cuba, Puerto Rico, Colombia, Netherlands Antilles, Bahamas, and many more. I started out with a 
Panasonic RF-1080, then moved on to a Realistic 12-655 (TRF), GE Super Radio, Realistic DX-160, CC 
Radio, and the newest is the C Crane EP Radio. I have read with great interest about the amazing 
technology in the hobby today. The SDR receivers have been a profound influence on many from 
what I’ve read in the IRCA group emails. It’s nothing short of stunning to say the least. My next goal 
is to purchase one of these.

VID, then nx w/mntns of Macon, Ga., F-A rec. 2/7/23 brought WIOZ Pinehurst, NC 550 khz w/ ‘Baby 
Come Back’ by Player into VID @ 1746 followed by Carpenters ‘Every Sha La La La’ w /F-A rec; 2/9/23 
heard WSYD Mt. Airy, NC 1300 khz w/ “FM 105.1’ VID into ‘The Hustle’, F-A rec; 2/14/23 UNID on 
730 khz from 1805-1807 heard VID __XL? Then Mark Levin pgm, nx and wx also, very weak signal; 
2/16/23 WSML Graham, NC 1200 khz (ex-1190) in @ 1735 w/ A-G rec, ads for Cox Toyota as well as 
Morgan Htg & A/C, wx for Alamance City, then ‘The Maverick’ VID; 2/15/23, noticed the following 
stns in from 0730-0800: WABC-770, WOR-710, WLAC-A510, WJR-760, WGN-720, WLW-700, WFAN- 
660, WSVS-800, WCBS-880, CHML-900, CKNX-920, WCHR-1040, WJDA-1300, WWRC-570, WLES- 
590, WJFN-820, WFJX-910, also a surprise in WVTL Amsterdam, NY 1570 khz in @ 1809 w/A-G rec 
and ‘Classic Country’ mntn; On 2/25/23 I attempted to hear the WDFB-1170 BCB test; there was very 
faint music along with some sweep tones in the background, but it was no match for the WWVA 
monolith w/ preacher sermon. 2/26/23 WAXY-790 Miami, FL 790 khz in @0130 w/’Radio Libre’ VID, 
local WTKR nulled; also WKBN Youngstown, OH 570 khz in @ 0139 w/’News Radio WKBN’ VID, 
fair rec; also Cuban ‘Minuteman’ CMHI on same frequency; WSRF Fort Lauderdale, FL 1580 khz in 
@ 0200 w/ FF Creole broadcast; 2/27/23 WEEU Reading, PA 830 khz @ 1725 w/’News Radio WEEU’ 
VID, A-rec; On 1070 KHZ from 1738-1740 heard ads for Nittany Lions sports, assume WKOK, as it’s 
the only PA stn on freq; 2/28/23 WTAG Worcester, MA 580 khz w/Charles Zamborski, DDS ad then 
Theart radio mntn into VID then Fox nx @0100; 3/1/23 could not hear a trace of the KDWN test, 
between QRM and WGN it was a no-go. 3/2/23 brought a surprise in WELD Fisher, WV 690 khz w/ 
Alan Jackson ‘On The Chatahoochee,’ Chris Young song, then Merle Haggard cut then VID finally 
heard @ 0841; also heard WWJZ-640 Relevant Radio and WLES-590. In completing this session, on 
1640 khz, I heard Fox News @ 0900, which was later verified to be a mirror image of local WTKR, and 
what sounded like an oldies station w/very faint signal, had what sounded like an Everly Brothers 
track followed by another oldies song, could not get a VID. That’s the DX activity up-to-date here.

Tim Hall, Chula Vista CA 

Most of my DXing time is spent reviewing Perseus recordings from my almost-annual DXpeditions 
at the Nevada-Utah border. I submit as many logs as possible to DXN about a month after each trip, 
but most of my best new catches are discovered later and shared via the club’s Facebook group. Due 
to family health emergencies, there was no 2022 trip, but I had made a huge number of recordings 
(171) on the October 2021 trip, so I reviewed them slowly throughout 2022 and made multiple 
attempts to identify my UNIDs. This proved very beneficial, as I found some great catches I didn’t 
identify the first time around, including my first 2 Brazilians: ZYH287-600 Radio Municipal (a rare 
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western catch) and ZYH759-730 Radio Sagres. Despite geomagnetic storms and radio blackouts that 
weekend, I logged 104 new catches, plus a nice definite verie from my 2020 DXpedition for WSON- 
860, bringing my totals to 1936 stations in 25 countries, 44 US states + DC, 6 Canadian provinces, and 
24 Mexican states + CDMX. Conditions were excellent to the southern states, and there was a nice TP 
opening the first 2 mornings. I used the W6LVP Portable Loop to aim in directions where I didn’t 
have a BoG, and it caught my first TA (Spain-1107). My last 3 trips have been in late October, 
delivering a nice mix of sunrise DX and TPs in the mornings, plus high school sports to help me 
identify stations in the evenings. I’ve also added lots of 2-hop “W” call catches (30 new “W” calls 
plus some eastern Canadians on the 2021 trip). 

My master station list is an Excel spreadsheet, and I add more data each year. I have columns for 
October FCC sunrise/sunset times, distance/bearing (with a formula column that converts each 
bearing to a compass direction like EENE for easy filtering), and local sponsors, as well as links to 
each station’s main web page, live stream, schedule page, and Facebook page. I spend each summer 
preparing target lists for the next DXpedition, including listening to my target stations’ live streams 
to familiarize myself with their programming and local sponsors. I can’t wait for the 2023 DXpedition. 
In the meantime, the rains have finally subsided enough to let me do some backyard DX at home. 
Conditions were excellent at the beginning of March, with quite a few new Cuban catches from home.

I haven’t had much time for DX’ing since returning to Long Island, but I have noticed the absence 


of several Canadians which I’ve come to consider “locals” they usually appear nightly and dominant 
their frequencies even on my kitchen clock radio. I haven’t heard CFZM 740,CJBC 860,CHML 
900,CKZW 1650 or CHTO 1690 very often. If they do appear for a while, their signals are weak and 
when absent, only noise has replaced them. I’ve seen several reports of auroral conditions, but aside 
from a very weak and brief appearance by WFLA 970 and one of the Cubans on 530, I’m not hearing 
much from the south at all either. 

There has been a lot of speculation on the future of AM radio and a lot of complaints about how 
boring listening has become because of the preponderance of programming across the dial from the 
same few sources. If you are interested in the history of this change, check out the podcast “The 
Divided Dial” at https://www.wnycstudios.org/podcasts/otm/divided-dial. I miss regional 
programming, especially in the 4-6am time slot, with local ads, ag reports etc. and I’m looking 
forward to my next trip to CO in a week so I can indulge in at least some of that. 73
